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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 to 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lawrence et al (US Patent 5948353). 

3. Lawrence on lines 25 to 51 of column 2 discloses a gray cast iron alloy having a 
composition with constituents whose wt% ranges overlap those recited by claims 1 to 
37; such overlap renders applicant's composition prima facie obvious because it would 
be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select the claimed alloy ranges from the 
broader disclosure of the prior art since the prior art has the same utility (brake drum) 
and similar properties of high strength and wear resistance. See MPEP 2144.05. 

4. Moreover, even though prior art does not teach Type A flake graphite and carbon 
equivalent of 4.1 to 4.25% as recited by one or more of the claims, such would be 
expected since the compositional limitations are closely met and in absence of proof to 
the contrary. 

5. Although Lawrence preferably teaches 0.2 to 0.5%Cr , its broad teaching does 
not include Cr and hence would meet applicants 1 dependent claims reciting less than 
0.5%Cr. Furthermore, Lawrence does not teach Mg and therefore would be present at 
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impurity levels similar to less than 0.005% or less than 0.001% Mg recited by applicants 
dependent claims. 

6. Applicants' claims 19 and 34 to 37 recite a specific gray iron alloy composition 
that falls within the broad alloy wt% ranges of the Lawrence alloy. Hence claims would 
not patentably distinguish over prior art. 

7. The unapplied references have been cited to further depict the state of the art in 
grey cast iron alloys. 

8. In applicant's specification on page 14, Table 1 list comparative test materials 
without disclosing the compositions. It is requested by examiner that applicant provide 
the compositions to gain a better understanding of the test data.
